Curtain and drapery fabrics 
suffer from more severe condi­ 
tions of service than fabrics used 
for almost any other purpose and 
certainly mor«1 than the average 
person suspects. 


W i t h the trend toward greater 
use of glass in home and office 
design, sunfading of curtains and 
draperies 
has 
become 
a 
real 
problem.-The textile industry is 
constantly 
striving 
for 
belter 
fabric 
performance 
and 
con­ 
sum er 
satisfaction. 
In 
r e c e n t 
years there has been amazing 
progress made in textile m anu­ 
facturing. As a rule, the solu­ 
tion-dyed fibers, pigment print 
colors, and vat dyes are the 
most capable of furnishing the 
higher rates of fastness desired. 
Follow carefully' tho instruc­ 
tions on 
the labels 
regarding 
care of your curtains and dra­ 
peries. Most curtains and dra­ 
peries last longer and look bet­ 
ter when cleaned or laundered 
regularly 
at least once a year. 
In selecting curtain and d ra­ 
pery fabrics, it is im portant to 
pick tiie right fabric for the job. 
For sunny locations, use fabrics 
that are resistant to sunlight de­ 
terioration and fading. It may 
lie vise to furnish protection for 
your draperies by lining them, 
by installing blinds or shades, or 
by 
rotating 
window sets 
for 
evener wear. 
Shrinkage is a common con­ 
sum er complaint about curtains 
and draperies. Some shrinkage 
Is to be expected, but if fabrics 
are to lie w ished, choose those 
guaranteed not to shrink more 
than 2 per cent.

Curtain and drapery fabrics 
suffer from more severe condi­ 
tions of service than fabrics used 
for almost any other p u rp le and 
certainly more than the average 
person suspects. 
W ith the trend toward greater 
use of glass in home and office 
design, sunfading of curtains and 
draperies has 
become 
a 
re.ti 
problem. The textile industry is 
constantly 
striving 
for 
better 
fabric 
performance 
and 
con­ 
sumer 
satisfaction. 
In 
recent 
years there has been amazing 
progress made in textile m anu­ 
facturing. As a ruk\ the solu­ 
tion-dyed fibers, pigment print 
colors, and vat dyes are the 
most capable of furnishing the 
higher rates of fastness desired. 
Follow’ carefully the instruc­ 
tions on the labels regarding 
care of your curtains and dra­ 
peries. Most curtains and dra­ 
peries last longer and look bet­ 
ter when cleated or laundered 
regularly 
at least once a year, 
In selecting curtain and d ra­ 
pery fabrics, it is important to 
pick I Im* right fabric for the job. 
For sunny locations, use fabrics 
that are resistant to sunlight <1 - 
terioration and fading. It may 
lie wise to furnish protection fer­ 
vour (ii apa c s bv 
lining tlvern, 
by installing blinds or shades, or 
by 
rotating 
window sits 
for 
evener wear. 
Shrinkage is a common con­ 
sumer complaint about curtain* 
and draperies. Some shrinkage 
is to In’ expected, but if fabrics 
are to U* washed, choose those 
guaranteed not to shrink more 
than 2 pet cent.

The 
weight of curtains and draperies 
may cause a return to the or­

Abrasion is another cause of 
damage to curtains and d ra­ 
peries.

A LEXAND ER HAM I L I ON 
A Joint Resolution w as passed by the present 
Congress providing for ‘‘the establishing of the 
form er duelling house of A lexander H am ilton as 
a national m em orial." 
This m eans th at the homo of A lexander H am ­ 
ilton, known as "The G range," situated in New 
York City, becomes a national m em orial. 
The rode of A lexander H am ilton as one of the 
founders of the Unit* d S tates is often forgotten. 
Bom in the W est Indies, A lexander Ham ilton 
cam e to New York to study a t King's College 
which ultim ately becam e Columbia 
University. 
Young A lexander H am ilton, even as a student, 
becam e politically active in support of the Revo­ 
lution. He becam e an aide to George W ashington 
and was undoubtedly his ghost w riter During the 
R evolutionary W ar, he w as constantly at W ash­ 
ington’s side. 
However. H am ilton’s greatest service to the 
new governm ent was the publication, w ith John 
Jay and Jam es Madison, ol “Federalist P apers” 
which to this day laid the foundation tor the u n ­ 
derstanding of the C onstitution and the perpetu­ 
ation of the Now Governm ent. As Secretary of the 
Treasury, he laid down the economic basis in his 
‘‘Report on M anufactures” which established the 
concept of the protective tariff and which gave to 
the country' economic independence. 
H am ilton's 
ideas 
conflicted 
with 
those 
of 
Thomas Jefferson. Ham ilton i< ared the incom ­ 
petence of the m asses; Jefferson believed th at the 
voice of the people is the voice of God.

Born in the West Indies, Alexander Hamilton 
came to New York to study at Kings College 
which ultimately became Columbia University. 
Young Alexander Hamilton, even as a student, 
became politically active in support of the Revo­ 
lution. He became an aide to George Washington 
and was undoubtedly his ghast writer During the 
Revolutionary War, be was constantly at Wash­ 
ington's side. 
However, Hamilton’s greatest service to the 
new government was the publication, with John 
Jay and James Madison, of "Federalist Papers” 
which to this day laid the foundation for the un-

By tho time a student has had 
speech work in some form from 
IO to 12 years, he can Im* ex­ 
pected to partic.pate freely and 
effectively in the exchange of 
ideas In both informal conversa­ 
tion and formal group discus­ 
sions; read [irose aloud effec­ 
tively when n'K'essary, organize, 
arrange and express ideas so 
that they will explain, persuade, 
entertain or actuate, concentrate 
on the essential message of the 
shaker and be able to reproduce j 
it orally or in waiting; to evalu­ 
ate what the speaker says and 1 
to discriminate between better1 
and worse,

to respond critically, not mere­

The casual observer would 
guess that all the wild ani­ 
mals for the world's zoologi­ 
cal parks would come from 
the native country of each: 
lions from Africa, polar bears 
from Alaska, bison from the 
American West, and so on. 
But In Denmark there is a 
Noah’s Ark of wild animals, 
bom and bred in captivity far 
from their natural habitats, 
which are a big-business ex­ 
port from the Copenhagen 
Zoo to other zoos around the 
world. 
Today this zoo is one of the 
I world's leading suppliers of 
animals. 
Strange as it may seem. 
Denmark exports hippopota­ 
muses, giraffes, lions a n d

even in its native Himalayas. 
All are shipped from the cen­ 
tury-old zoo. 
Thus, as Danish industry 
sends its products all over 
the world even though the 
little Scandinavian country is 
a land without raw materials, 
so is the animal export busi­ 
ness conducted 
in

which do not live naturally in 
the Danish countryside. 
The exports began 50 years 
ago when three home-bred 
animals were sold.

In earlier studies. Dr. M egir­ 
ian found th at som e anti-cancer 
drugs tend to suppress phagocy 
tosis, thus interfering w ith the 
body’s own defense against can­ 
cer.
